By  adding :  Commercial  District. 

Any  owner  or  their  authorized  agent  of  any  proposed 
commercial  use  shall  submit  a  Site  Plan  to  the  Planning  Board. 
Any  change  in  the  current  use(s)  of  commercial  property  shall 
be  permitted  only  after  a  Site  Plan  Review  conducted  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

A  building  may  be  erected,  altered  or  used  and  a  lot  may  be 
used  or  occupied  for  the  following  purposes  and  in  accordance 
with  the  following  provisions. 

A.  Uses  Permitted 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Residential  District. 

2.  Lodging  houses,  apartment  houses,  hotels,  motels, 
including  such  retail  business  within  these  permitted 
buildings  as  are  conducted  for  the  convenience  of  the 
residents  or  guests. 

3.  Shops,  restaurants  (except  drive-in  or  drive  thru 
restaurants),  and  other  retail  establishments. 

4.  Greenhouses  or  florist  shops. 

5.  Mortuary  establishments. 

6.  Business  or  professional  offices  and  banks. 

7.  Filling  stations,  automobile  repair  garages,  and  uses 
incidental  thereto  shall  be  allowed  only  be  special 
exception  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

8.  Light  industry  and  wholesale  establishments  shall  be 
allowed  only  by  special  exception  by  the  Board  of 
Adjustment. 

9.  Theaters,  halls,  clubs,  amusement  centers,  and  drive- 
in  or  drive-thru  restaurants  shall  be  allowed  only  by 
special  exception  by  the  board  of  adjustment. 

B.  Land  Requirements 

1.  There  shall  be  between  the  nearest  right  of  way  and 
the  extreme  front  of  any  building  a  yard  having  a 
minimum  depth  of  thirty  (30)  feet;  but  said  minimum 
depth  may  be  less  than  thirty  (30)  feet  if  in 
conformity  with  the  yards  of  adjoining  lots.   No 
building  shall  be  located  within  ten  (10)  feet  of  the 
side  or  rear  property  line.   The  frontage  on 
designated  commercial  streets  shall  be  not  less  than 
the  width  of  the  land  required  for  the  structure 
therefor. 


2.  A  buffer  zone  of  no  less  than  ten  (10)  feet  between 

any   commercial  use  in  the  Commercial  District  abutting 
another  established  District  shall  be  required. 

C.  Parking

REPORT  OF  THE  HILL  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Police  Department  received  a  total  of  1136  telephone  calls 
for  the  year  1992.   This  is  a  increase  from  1991  of  170  calls  or 
approximately  18%  increase  over  1991. 

1992  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Police  Department  in 
Criminal  Investigations.  The  year  started  along  the  same  lines 
that  the  last  several  years  have  but  as  the  year  went  on  we  became 
the  victims  of  a  substantial  increase  the  burglaries.  In  small 
towns  like  Hill  I  think  most  people  feel  victimized  when  a  friend 
or  neighbor  is  burglarized.  Not  all  of  the  burglaries  have  been 
solved  but  the  ones  that  were  not  solved  we  have  suspects  that  are 
no  longer  in  the  area.  Most  people  knew  about  the  crimes  and  we 
received  several  calls  on  suspicious  people  that  were  parked  on 
back  roads  or  just  acting  suspicious.  One  of  these  calls  involved 
two  (2)  people  that  we  later  developed  as  suspects.  We  appreciate 
the  information  and  ask  that  it  keep  coming. 

I  think  this  is  an  appropriate  time  to  thank  the  members  of 
Troop  D  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police.  When  Glenn,  Danny  or  I 
have  not  been  available  the  State  Police  have  assisted  the  Town  of 
Hill  whenever  needed.  Tr.  Ranhoff  worked  on  the  series  of 
Burglaries  with  us  and  continues  to  work  with  us  on  them. 

We  have  a  new  member  of  the  Police  Department,  his  name  is 
Danny  Collis.  Danny  is  a  full  time  Detective  with  the  Belknap 
County  Sheriff's  Department  and  has  been  a  Police  Officer  for  8 
years.  We  are  happy  to  have  Danny  on  board.  Stop  and  say  Hi  to 
him  when  he  is  working. 

Last  year  we  started  offering  to  check  private  property  when 
people  are  away  on  vacation.  We  completed  approximately  347 
property  checks  during  1992.

The  Hill  Fire  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  sixty-nine  calls 
this  year. This  was  an  increase  of  four  calls  over  the  previous 
year  and  was  considered  normal  in  terms  of  the  types  of  calls 
that  were  responded  to. Overall  the  total  calls  for  each  year  are 
staying  at  about  the  same  level. The  low  percentage  of  fire  calls 
within  the  town  itself  demonstrate  that  the  residents  are 
extremely  fire  conscious  giving  us  essentially  a  fire  safe 
community .The  members  of  the  department  would  like  to  thank  all 
of  you  for  this. 

Though  the  number  of  calls  s.re  not  increasing  by  any  dramatic 
rate  the  members  of  the  department  are  continuing  to  expend 
many, many  hours  ensuring  that  the  station , the  apparatus  and  all 
the  equipment  is  maintained  and  ready  to  handle  any  emergency 
within  the  scope  of  our  capabilities. 

Personnel  training  this  year  was  focused  on  bringing  the 
membership  up  to  certified  fighter  level  one. Seventy  percent  of 
the  members  have  know  achieved  this  level . In  addition  to  the  fire 
training  received  an  additional  four  members  were  certified  as 
BLS/First  Responders  bringing  the  total  number  of  members  in  this 
area  also  to  seventy  percent. Also  sixty-five  percent  of  the 
members  were  re-certified  in  BLS/CPR. 

In  addition  to  the  above  I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the 
addition  to  the  station  that  was  started  six  years  ago  was 
completed  this  year(  with  the  exception  of  some  furnishings). 
This  meeting  room  is  available  to  all  town  departments  and 
boards. WE  ENCOURAGE  ITS  USE  !  We  also  encourage  all  citizens  to 
stop  in  and  see  the  results  of  your  con tributions . We  could  never 
have  done  this  without  your  continued  support . THANK  YOU  ! ! 

This  past  summer  time  was  also  spent  reviewing  the  departments 
ability  to  deliver  water  to  a  fire  in  the  Murray  Hill  area. Their 
currently  exist  only  two  developed  water  sources. One  at  the 
Bunker  Hill  Rd. bridge  and  one  on  Clough  Rd . I  spoke  to  many 
property  owners  about  this  and  received  positive  response  from 
everyone. The  easements  that  are  needed  to  develop  future  sources 
was  however  bogged  down  in  administrative  delays. This  will 
continue  to  be  a  priority  for  the  department . We  cannot  extinguish 
a  fire  if  we  cannot  get  to  an  adequate  supply  of  water. Your 
assistance  in  this  area  will  be  appreciated . Please  write  your 
selectmen  expressing  your  concern. 

In  November  we  received  some  very  discouraging  news  from  the 
Franklin  Fire  Dept. Chief  Beauchiemen  informed  us  that  they  would 
no  longer  be  able  to  provide  full  ambulance  coverage  to  the 
Town. The  demand  for  the  ambulance  in  Franklin  has  become  so  high 
they  simply  cannot  provide  coverage  to  another  area. Subsequently 
I  have  contacted  Bristol  EMS  and  Twin  Rivers  Ambulance  to  ensure 
that  full  coverage  is  available  to  Hill. I  will  provide  more 
information  on  this  at  the  Town  meeting  as  final  agreements  are 
not  in  place  as  of  this  writing.

Ehrector    Report  of  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  State  Forest  Ranger 

1992  was  below  average  for  wildfires  reported  in  our  state.   Our  largest  fire  was  in  May 
in  Rumney  where  a  suspicious  origin  fire  burned  approximately  150  acres  with  a  total  cost 
of  approximately  $30,000.   The  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  other  com- 
munities in  wildlond  fire  suppression  as  well. 

Our  fire  lookout  towers  reported  289  fires,  burning  a  total  of  I36  acres.   Our  major  causes 
of  fires  were  fires  kindled  without  a  permit,  unknown  causes  and  children. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  fire  prevention.   New  Hampshire 
State  Law  (RSA  22'i:27)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or 
cause  to  be  kindled  ar;y  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except 
when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from 
the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done."   Violation  of  this 
statute  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and 
you  are  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

Local  fire  departments  are  responsible  for  suppressing  fires.   The  small  average  fire  size 
of  .47  acre/fire  is  a  tribute  to  early  detection  by  the  public  or  our  fire  tower  system 
and  the  quick  response  of  our  trained  local  fire  departments.   Please  help  your  Warden  and 
'ire  department  by  requesting  and  obtaining  a  fire  permit  before  kindling  an  open  fire. 

"he  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  28  towns  with  a  total  fo  $20,000  in  50/50 
.;ost  share  grants  for  fire  fighter  safety  items  and  wildland  suppression  equipment  in 
•|992.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  AGENT 


This  past  year  of  1992  was  probably  our  bigaest  challenge 
as  Currier  Road  was  prepared  for  leveling  shim  of  hot  top.   The 
department  removed  many  large  rocks  from  the  traveled  portion  of 
the  roadway.   Also,  drainage  areas  and  ditching  along  the 
traveled  portion  of  road  was  widened  and  cut  deeoer  to  keeo 
water  away  from  the  road.    Water  causes  most  of  the  damage  to 
roads,  especially  during  winter  and  spring. 

The  highway  department  also  replaced  culverts  that  were 
found  disturbed  or.  in  some  cases,  too  small  for  the  area  to  be 
drained.   The  department  will  be  watching  these  areas  closely. 
So  far.  the  highway  department  is  doing  all  the  work  without  the 
help  of  other  contractors.   This  does  help  the  taxpayers  of  Hill 
and  keeps  our  budget  down. 

The  department  wishes  to  thank  the  folks  of  Hill, 
especially,  the  people  living  on  Currier  Road  for  their  extreme 
patience.   They  had  to  put  uo  with  alot  of  detours  and  road 
closings  which  allowed  us  to  complete  the  culvert  work  and  such. 

Plans  for  1993  include  two  miles  of  Murray  Hill  Road  to  be 
oreoared  for  a  leveling  shim.   We  hope  to  start  our  sidewalk 
repair  in  the  Village  Area  this  year  also.   On  gravel  roads,  we 
will  add  top  course  gravel  where  needed  when  we  do  the  grading 
of  roads . 

The  area  along  New  Chester  Road  that  was  cut  to  let  the  sun 
in  has  worked  out  very  well.   We  do  not  see  any  more  ice 
problems  there.   A  final  clean  up  this  spring  in  this  area  will 
finish  the  project.   Some  stumps  will  be  pulled  and  planting  of 
proper  shade  trees  will  be  put  in  place. 

I  would  like  to  thank  my  helper.  Dale  Wheeler,  for  his  hard 
work.   We  got  alot  done  this  last  year.   Also,  I  want  to  thank 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  working  with  me  throughout  the  year. 
We  have  accomplished  alot  over  the  past  four  years  and  I  hope  we 
will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future.

Ve  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  the 
combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Hill  as  of 
and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1991,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents. 
These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management. 
Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial  statements 
based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing 
standards.  Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of 
material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence 
supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.   An  audit 
also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant 
estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial 
statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis 
for  our  opinion. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group,  which  should  be 
included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The  amount 
that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is  not 
known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group 
results  in  an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above  paragraph, 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in 
all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Hill  as  of 
December  31,  1991,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  (and  cash  flows  of 
nonexpendable  trust  funds)  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Also,  in  our  opinion,  the  combining 
and  individual  fund  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in 
all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  each  of  the  individual  funds 
of  the  Town  as  of  December  31,  1991,  and  the  results  of  operations  of  such 
funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.

The  Annual  School  District  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:05  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  March  18,  1992 
at  the  Hill  Town  Hall  by  Moderator  William  Cummings.   Linda  Denningham  offered  a  prayer. 

ARTICLE  #1:  A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Whitman  and  seconded  by  Kevin  Barbour  that  the 
reports  of  Officers,  Committees,  Auditors,  Agents,  or  others  chosen  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto 
be  accepted  as  printed. 

Vote:  Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  #2:  A  motion  was  made  by  Kevin  Barbour  to  pass  over  this  Article  which  states.  To 
choose  Agents  and  Committees  in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant,"  because  none 
exist  in  this  Warrant.

ARTICLE  #4:  A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Whitman  and  seconded  by  Kevin  Barbour  that  the 
District  authorize  the  School  Board  to  contract  with  a  qualified  independent  auditing  firm  from 
outside  the  District  for  the  fiscal  year  financial  audit  in  accordance  with  RSA  671:5. 

Vote:  Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  #5:  A  motion  was  made  by  Kevin  Barbour  and  seconded  by  William  Murray  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  RSA  198:20-b  providing  that  any  school  district  at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt  an 
article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific  revision  of  such  authority,  the  school  board  to  apply  for, 
accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  school  district,  money  from  a  state,  federal  or  other 
governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Vote:  Affirmative  (voice  vote) 
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ARTICLE  #6:  A  motion  was  made  by  William  Murray  and  seconded  by  Thomas  Whitman  to 
authorize  the  School  Board  to  transfer  up  to  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  to  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  School  Construction  from  any  unexpended  funds  from  the  1991-92  appropriation 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Vote:  Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

ARTICLE  #7:  A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Whitman  and  seconded  by  Kevin  Barbour  that  the 
District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $707,608.16  for  the  support  of  the  schools,  for  the  salaries 
of  the  School  District  ofificials  and  agents,  for  capital  construction,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  District. 

Vote:  Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

Prior  to  the  Vote:  Thomas  Whitman  explained  that  the  budget  amount  was  increased  by  $14,700.00 
due  to  an  increase  in  the  Special  Education  tuition  account. 

Leslie  Nicola  asked  about  teacher  salaries  and  how  the  increase  was  determined.  Mr.  Whitman 
explained  that  a  survey  to  compare  teacher  salaries  of  other  districts  was  presented  to  the  Board 
and  a  9%  increase  was  requested.  The  Board  presented  a  5%  increase  in  salaries  to  the  Budget 
Committee  but  it  was  reduced  to  3%  by  the  School  Board  at  the  Committee's  recommendation  due 
to  hard  economic  times. 

Fran  Sanderson  asl<ed  what  is  the  cost  of  living  percentage  increase.   Mr.  Barbour  responded  3.7% 
to  be  in  alignment  with  the  cost  of  living  increase.  Several  people  commented  that  since  the  Budget 
Committee  recommended  3%,  it  was  their  feeling  that  this  was  a  fair  increase.  William  Murray 
stated  that  the  Board  worked  hard  to  keep  every  line  item  down  and  statistics  show  Hill  students  do 
well  here  because  of  the  teachers  and  it  was  his  opinion  that  they  should  be  rewarded. 

A  call  was  made  to  move  the  question  as  read  and  it  passed. 

ARTICLE  #8:  A  motion  was  made  by  Kevin  Barbour  and  seconded  by  William  Murray  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,618.00  to  institute  a  double  loop  bus  run  in  the  A.M.  which  would 
transport  High  School  and  Middle  School  students  to  Franklin,  return  to  Hill  and  transport  the 
elementary  students  to  the  Jennie  Blake  School. 

Vote:  Defeated  (ballot  vote) 

Prior  to  the  Vote:  Mr.  Barbour  explained  that  the  new  Bus  Contract  for  1992-93  decreased 
$9,000.00.   Because  of  this  savings,  a  second  run  was  proposed  for  the  morning  run  which  would 
reduce  the  length  of  time  spent  riding  on  the  bus  for  approximately  50  elementary  students,  but  the 
Board  wanted  the  community  to  make  the  decision. 
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Mr.  Hurley  was  asked  to  comment.  He  was  concerned  about  the  early  pick  up  time  especially  for 
the  young  students  and  the  length  of  the  school  day  for  them.  He  stated  by  10:00  a.m.  these 
children  are  tired.  The  school  hours  proposed  with  the  second  run  would  be  8:30  a.m.  -  3:00  p.m. 

After  more  discussion,  a  motion  was  made  to  call  the  question. 

ARTICLE  #9:  A  motion  was  made  by  William  Murray  and  seconded  by  Thomas  Whitman  that  the 
District  vote  to  ratify  the  expansion  of  special  education  services  provided  by  SAU  #18  to  include 
the  services  of  the  Special  Education  Director;  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Vote:  Affirmative  (voice  vote) 

Mr.  Murray  stated  that  this  was  a  housekeeping  issue,  it  means  the  District  would  pay  the  SAU 
rather  than  the  Franklin  School  District  and  it  has  no  effect  on  the  dollar  amount. 

ARTICLE  #10:  A  motion  as  made  by  Thomas  Whitman  and  seconded  by  Kevin  Barbour  to  transact 
any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Whitman  to  adjourn  the  meeting  at  8:52  p.m.

The  budget  for  1992-1993  presented  for  approval,  when  compared  to  last  year's 
budget,  increased  by  approximately  3.1%  or  $21,311.59.    As  you  are  able  to  see,  the 
School  Board  attempted  to  bring  a  very  frugal  budget  to  you  for  your  approval.  The 
School  Board  had  the  very  difficult  task  of  balancing  the  needs  of  the  children  with  the 
difficult  financial  times. 

Improvements  continued  this  past  year  on  the  school  building.    A  much  needed 
exterior  painting  program  was  completed.  The  problem  associated  with  moisture  was 
addressed  and  the  work  seems  to  have  corrected  this  situation.  The  questions 
relating  to  proper  ventilation  were  also  addressed  and  further  investigation  of  this 
situation  will  be  conducted.    The  School  Board  wishes  to  thank  Gary  David  who 
donated  his  time  and  expertise  in  evaluating  and  developing  the  scope  of  work  on 
these  projects.  The  commionity  can  take  justifiable  pride  in  the  condition  and 
appearance  of  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School. 

Progress  continued  in  increasing  the  number  of  volumes  of  books  in  the  school  Hbrary 
area.    Please  visit  the  school  library  whenever  you  are  in  the  building. 

Work  continued  on  the  updating  of  the  school's  curricvdtmi  by  the  teaching  staff.  The 
new  guidelines  for  health  education  were  approved  and  implemented  this  year.  This 
comprehensive  health  education  program  coordinates  the  health  education 
curriculum  offered  to  our  students  with  the  Franklin  school  system  program.  As  a 
result,  our  students  will  enter  grade  7  at  the  Franklin  Middle  School  with  the  same 
backgroiind  in  health  education  as  Franklin  students  entering  grade  7.  Everyone  who 
worked  on  this  curriculum  is  to  be  congratulated  on  completing  such  an  excellent 
program. 

There  was  some  bad  news  in  this  year's  curriculum  program.  The  cross  country 
skiing  program  could  not  be  held  this  year  because  of  the  lack  of  snow.  However, 
since  the  cold  weather  cooperated,  as  it  usually  does,  the  skating  program  was  an 
excellent  substitute.  The  cross  country  skiing  part  of  our  physical  education 
curriculum  will  remain  and  we  hope  there  will  be  snow  next  year  for  the  program. 

With  the  conclusion  of  the  annual  meeting,  the  traditional  election  of  officers  of  School 
Board  took  place.  Chairman  Thomas  Whitman  handed  the  gavel  to  the  new 
Chairman,  Kevin  Barbour.  WiUiam  Murray  will  be  \^ce  Chairman,  Kevin  Barbour 
will  be  the  NHSBA  (New  Hampshire  School  Boards  Association)  Delegate  and 
William  Murray  will  be  the  Alternate  Delegate.  David  Hurley  wiU  be  the 
representative  to  the  Lakes  Region  Educational  Services. 

With  the  resignation  of  Clarence  Rodier,  a  new  custodian  was  needed.  Following  the 
screening  of  several  applicants,  Richard  MorriU  was  hired  to  replace  Mr.  Rodier  as  the 
custodian. 

In  April,  the  School  Board  granted  authorization  to  Hill  Parents  for  Kindergarten, 
Inc.,  to  use  the  same  area  of  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School  during  the  1992-1993  school 
year  xinder  existing  conditions  and  reqioirement  as  long  as  there  is  no  conflict  with  the 
regular  pubHc  school  program. 
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The  School  Board  wishes  to  thank  our  teaching  principal,  David  Hurley,  teachers 
Georgette  Huckins,  Sally  Kenison,  and  Karla  Seneca,  who  has  replaced  Mark 
Marasca,  for  their  dedication  to  the  children  of  o\ir  community  and  for  the  excellent 
year.  We  welcome  Mrs.  Seneca  and  wish  Mr.  Marasca  the  best  of  luck. 

We  also  would  like  to  wish  a  happy  retirement  to  our  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Fokion  Lafionatis,  for  the  many  years  of  service  to  our  community.  He  has  served  us 
with  distinction  and  has  helped  make  our  school  system  a  program  in  which  we  can 
all  take  pride.  We  wish  him  good  luck. 

With  Mr.  Lafionatis  leaving  we  wish  to  welcome  incoming  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Edgar  R.  Melanson.  Mr.  Melanson  has  spent  the  past  seven  years  as  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  White  Mountains  Regional  School  District  in 
Whitefield,  New  Hampshire. 

Finally,  and  most  importantly,  we  wish  to  thank  the  community  for  their  continuing 
support  of  our  efforts  in  providing  the  best  educational  program  for  our  children.  We 
also  welcome  you  and  encourage  you  to  attend  our  monthly  School  Board  meetings.

The  provisions  of  the  A.R.E.A.  Agreement  require  the  communities  of  Hill  and 
Franklin  to  review  their  agreement  periodically  to  make  any  necessary  changes.  At 
the  Annual  Hill  School  District  Meeting  on  March  17,  1993,  you  will  be  asked  to 
approve  the  Agreement  for  ten  years.  A  detail  copy  of  the  Agreement  will  be 
available  at  the  Annual  Hill  School  District  Meeting.  The  Franklin  City  Coimcil  has 
approved  the  AR.E.A  Agreement  for  the  Franklin  School  Department.  The  following 
are  the  highlights  of  the  Agreement: 

1.  Franklin  guarantees  they  will  provide  space  for  all  of  the  students  of  the 
Hill  School  Disti:ict. 

2.  Item  3  in  the  AR.E.A.  Agreement:  "The  area  schools  shall  be 
responsible  for  providing  approved  and  accredited  schools  for  Grades  7 
through  12".  This  was  not  in  the  original  agreement. 

3.  Item  7  in  the  AR.E.A.  Agreement:  "Hill  shall  send  all  its  7th  -  12th 
grade  pupils  to  the  A.R.E.A.  schools,  with  the  exception  of  those  children 
placed  elsewhere  by  the  Department  of  Education,  a  court  or  others 
according  to  RSA  195-A:4A".  RSA  195-A:4A  will  be  available  at  the 
District  Meeting.  This  has  been  modified  from  the  original  agreement. 

4.  The  A.R.E.A.  Agreement  transfers  the  educational  responsibility  of  the 
Hill  students  grades  7-12  to  the  Franklin  School  Department  as  has 
been  the  case  since  1978.  The  Franklin  School  Department  manages 
the  schools  through  School  Administrative  Unit  18.  The  fiinding  level  for 
the  Franklin  School  Department  is  established  by  the  Franklin  City 
Council.  The  budgeting  of  the  school  department,  (with  the  funding  level 
estabUshed  by  the  Franklin  City  Council),  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
FrankHn  School  Board. 

The  members  of  the  School  Board  and  the  Administration  will  be  prepared  to  answer 
any  questions  you  may  have  at  the  District  Meeting.
